uy data shows Elias Fort's estate being estimated 
and handled by court laws in 1679 in Isle of Wight County, 
Virginia. His wife seems to have been Phyllis Champion, sis- 
ter of Edward Champion, and he had three sons, lias, Jr., 
George, and John. Soon after Elias Fort's death, his wife 
married John Dew and lived in Surrey County, Va- His son, 
George Fort, removed to Chowan Precinct, N. ©. and died, 1719, 
naming his wife, Elizabeth, and children, among whom was Elias 
Fort, who was still living in Isde“of Wight Co-, Va. This son, 
BRlias, then removed to North Carolina - Edgecombe County. 


This Elias Fort died 1761, naming his wife "Cattron." 
His son (1730-1819) had a large family, was a Revolutionary 
sO0ldier, and moved to Robertson County, Tenn. From here on down 
the line, everything is clear sailing. The only cloud on my 
genealogical record is: Whether or not Elias Fort. who died in 
Edgecombe County in 1761, married Sarah Battle, daughter of 
Wilijam Battle and Sarah Hunter- The Tennessee Forts "Swear" 
that such was the case. Yet - I have a photostat copy of this 
Elias Fort's will in which he himself names his wife “Cattron." 
The date of death agrees with their data, also the names of the 
children and a grandchild, son of his only daughter, Sarah, who 
first married a Dickerson and second, a Wimberly. 


I am sending you this information because I know you 
are a professional genealogist and I want to give you straight 
facts in regard to the Elias Fort line of descent to the present 
day. The Tennessee Forts are having a professional genealogist 
in Raleigh, N. C. to look up all data on the family and they 
have promised to give me a copy of the findings so I am hoping 
to get my information complete and authentic before very long-
